Some of the Enemy’s Troops and 
thofe ot the Place, endeavourd to harrafs the 
Rearguard in the Rerrear, but they were beaten in 
jeveral Skirmithes by the Duke de Noailles who led 
it; and who afterwards commanding the Vanguard, 
defeated feveral Troops ot Miquelets, and fore’d 
the reft ro retire to their Dwellings. The King has 
finc continued his Journey. A Courier from Pam- 
pelona has broughe Advice of bis Catholick Majefty’s 
Arrival there, and we expect him here the 6th In- 
ftant. The Canons of the Cathedral Church of 
Pampelona have made a_confiderable Free-Gift to 
his Maj-fty, towards the Charge of the War. The 


Troops are on the march by Navarre to return into. 


Caftile. The Horfe of the military Orders, are 
drawing together sc Buen-Retiro as the King had 
directed, 2nd are in a good Condition and pretty 
numeious. The Rendezvous of the Militia and 
Recruits, is at Cafa del Campo, where Cloaths and 
Arms are given them. We have an Account, that 
the Garrifon of Ciudad Rodrigo, which confifted 
but of one fingle Regiment of regular Troops and 
fome Miliia, afier 8 Days Refittance, was oblig’d 
t0 capitulace on honourable Terms.

Bruffels, Jene it. The Frenchand Spanifh Troops 
having retird our of Bruges, Damme, and the 
Country of Wacs, the Garrifon of the City of 
Antwerp, who could no longer be fuccour’d, offer'd 
to capitulate thie gd Inftante. The Allies demanded 
that they fhould yield themfelves Prifoners of War ; 
but they declar’d they would defend themfelves to 
the laft Extremity, unlefs honourable Conditions 
were allow’d them, So the Allies were forc’d to 
agree, thar the 13 Bartallions of French and Spa- 
niards that were there, fhould march out with Arms 
end Baggage,4 Pieces of Cannon,and 2 Mortars, with 
Ammunition for 12 Charges, to be conducted to 
Quefnoy ; which was perform’d Yefterday. It ap- 
pears the Lofs of the Allies in the Baitle was very 
coniderable, by the great Number of the kill’d, 
and of the wounded, moft of whom dye ; for they 
write from Liege, that fromthe 25th ef May to the 
ad of this Month, $34 were buried in that Town 
OY 5 among them were fome Prifoners, the reft 
having been fenr to Holland. This Lofs has oblig’d 
te Allies to draw our almoft all/tbeie Garrifons to 
sein force rheir Army, and befides they expect che 
Muops of Brandenbourg and™Lunenboutg. The 


Governours of Ath and Dendermonde have refus'd 
to furrender, and the latter has overftow'd the 
Ground withour his Works.

Country are all in a good Condition, and provided . 


with ttrong Garrifons, Ammunition, ard all .birgs 
neceifary for their Detence. Lhe Spamih Govern- 
ours of Dendermonde, Ath, Oftend, Newport, Mons, 
Charleroy, Namur, and Luxemoourg, have given 
Proofs of their Loyalty and Zeal for the Service of 
the King of Spain, by refufing to furrender to the 
Enemy, and by receiving into their Places the Rein- 
forcements of Troops, and other Succours that they 
wanted. The Goveraour of Newport has open'd 
his Sluyces, and laid the Country under Water as 
far as Bruges and thereabouts, as alfothe Country 
about Furnes and Fort Knock near Ipres. All the 
Places belonging to the King are plentifully furnifh’d 
with Ammunition, and all forts of Provifions, with 
numerous Garrifons. There are befides 2 Camps on 
the Frontier, one of 12000 Men at Mortagne on the 
Schelde between Conde and Tournay, the other of 
18000 Men at Armentieres on the Lys 3 Leagues 
from Lifle. Further Reinforcements are daily ex- 
pected. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated June 22. 

Paris, June 17. ’Tis advis’d from Piemont, that 
the roth Inftant the Trenches againft the Cicadel of 
Turin were advanc'd within 50 Paces of the out- 
moft Works ; but our Gencrals being warn'd by De- 
ferters and ochers thatthe Duke of Savoy kad causd 
all the Works found the City and Citadel to be 
undermin’d, we fhall be forc’d to fec Workmen to 
fapping to difcover the Mines, which muft take up 
a great deal of Time. The Befieged make a great 
Fire from their Arcillery j but with litde Execu- 
tion. We are extremely slarm'd here at the Pro- 
grefs of the Allies in the Netherlands. Wherefore 
all Diligence is us'd for reinforcing our Army. The 
new Levies (which are to be 360co Mer Foor and 
Horfe,) are carried on vigoroufly, and the beit Men 
are pick’d out of the Militia to recruit the old Regi- 
ments. The King has fent Order to the Marfhal de 
Villars to fend a third Detachment to reinforce thé 
Elector of Bavaria’s Army. .

Liege, June 19. The Troops of Hanover com- 
manded by General Bulau, arriv'd the 17thin cur 
Neighboourhood. The Horfe confifting of 5 Re- 
giments pafs'd the fame Day through this Place, and 
Yefterday Morning 8 Regiments of Foot fol- 
low’d. Theic Troops are to be joyn’d near Tongses 
by thofe of Pruflia, to proceed cogecher to Flan- 
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Maefricht, June 19. General Nazmar pais'd 
through this Place the 17th Inftam, with fome Pruf- 
fian froops that are co joyn our Army in Flanders. 
‘Yefterday he was follow’d by a Regiment of Prui- 
fians, and more are expect.d.

From M, Auverquerque's Camp at Lombaerzdzyde 
before Newport, Func 13. The igth of this Month 
Genera! Fagel carried the Fort of Plaffendacl Sword 
in Hand, with no more Lofs of his fide than one

Enemy having ctic the Digucs have overflow'd rhe 
Giound hereabours with Salt Water ; part of which 
we have drain‘d off, bat mutt dig Wells to get freth 
Warez fot our ielves and Houies. To Day we 
accempred to pals the Viervoer, but ‘twas im- 
poilible, the Sea being too high. We hope we 
fhail be able to pais ic the firft low Tide ; foon 
after which we thall open Trenches againft the 
Place. The Evemy though: we would atrack O- 
ftend firt ; and therefore they threw 2 Battallions 
into it the 16h Inftant; fo thac at prefenc that 
Garrifon confiits. of 7 Battallions of French and 2 of 
Spaniards, commanied by the Coun: de la Morte 
Audancourt Lieutenant General. To Day fome 
Troops drawn out of Ipres and Dixmuyde march’ 
to reinforce the Garrifon of Newport ; which the 
Enemy (ecm refolv’d to defend well.
